No exhaustive bibliography has been attempted, but the books referred to are 
typical and commonly available in most libraries. An article on Ethology in the 
issues of the University Chronicle for December, 1898 and February, 1899 may be 
helpful to students of this subject. 

The number in parenthesis at the end of a title is the class number of the book 
in the University Library. 

In the topical index, semicolons separate the references to works or articles in 
the list. Unless otherwise noted, the first numeral in a reference stands for a work 
d6rrespondingly numbered in List A. 

The diagram on next page will be of use in showing, in a rough sort of way, the 
mutual relationships of the tendencies named in the topical index. The diagram 
in the University Chronicle article of February, 1899, represents a more advanced 
stage in the development of the work. The references in this Bulletin were 
prepared in the summer of 1898.
